Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Genii, emen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Fifty-Ninth  Annual  Report  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  upon  the  Flealth  and  Sanitary 
conditions  of  this  Borough,  for  the  year  1939,  drawn  up  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  and 
abbreviated  at  his  direction,  owing  to  war  conditions. 

I  regret  that  the  publication  of  this  report  is  later  than  usual, 
this  being  due  to  the  late  arrival  of  statistical  data  from  the 
Registrar-General,  which  this  year,  did  not  reach  me  until  the  2Tth 
September,  1940. 

The  work  of  the  deparment  generally  has  been  somewhat 
curtailed  and  interfered  with  during  the  past  year  owing  to  war 
conditions,  but  on  the  whole,  a  reasonable  standard  has  been 
attained. 

Slum  Clearance  which  was  making  satisfactory  progress  up  to 
the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  is  now  definitely  held  up  for  the  duration 
of  the  war.  By  the  end  of  December,  1939,  the  Corporation  had 
erected  a  total  of  3,102  houses  on  various  estates  since  1918,  which 
together  with  4,242  houses  provided  by  private  enterprise  during 
the  same  period,  makes  a  total  of  7,344.  There  is  still  a 
considerable  demand  for  new  houses,  which  will  no  doubt  be 
considerably  increased  on  the  termination  of  hostilities. 

The  present  war  state  has  also  caused  the  abandonment  of  a 
scheme  for  the  amalgamation  of  the  general  hospital  facilities  in 
the  Borough,  and  also  the  fusion  of  the  various  Clinical  Services 
provided  by  individual  committees  of  the  Council,  whereunder  it  was 
proposed  to  erect  a  new  Joint  Health  Centre.  The  redevelopment 
of  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Moor  Park  has  had  to  be  deferred  sine 
die.

During  the  year,  part  of  tire  County  Borough  area  was 
scheduled  as  an  Evacuation  Area,  and  on  a  survey  being  made  of 
those  persons  eligible,  l,(ih4  persons  signified  their  willingness  to 
take  advantage  of  the  Covernmcnt  Scheme,  The  Tth  September, 
1939,  was  fixed  for  the  actual  evacuation  from  Tynemouth,  and 
on  that  date,  only  ()(I5  persons  jiresented  themselves  at  the 
distribution  centres,  a  most  disappointing  result  considering  the 
immense  difficulties  encountered  by  my  Staff  in  the  general 
arrangements  for  the  evacuation.  I  have  caused  subsequent 
surveys  to  be  made,  and  I  regret  to  report  that  practically  all  the 
persons  originally  evacuated  have  now  returned  to  their  own  homes 
in  the  Borough. 

Once  again  I  have  to  thank  all  the  members  of  my  Staff  for 
their  helpful  co-operation  and  loyal  support  during  1939,  a  year, 
which  has  had  its  special  difficulties  owing  to  the  outbreak  of 
hostilities  on  Sunday,  3rd  September,  but  which  have  all  been 
surmounted  efficiently.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support 
and  keen  interest  in  the  general  administration  of  the  Department.

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  analyses  are  performed  for  the 
Local  Authority  by  the  Public  Analysts  for  the  Borough,  in  their 
laboratory  m  Newcastle.  During  the  year  15  bacteriological  and 
2  chemical  examinations  were  made  on  samples  submitted  by  the 
Water  Engineer. 

In  Preston  Hospital  and  in  the  Tynemouth  Victoria  Jubilee 
Infirmary,  certain  examinations  and  analyses  of  clinical  material 
were  performed  by  the  staff  of  each  hospital,  such  examinations 
including  Blood  Counts,  Blood  Sugar  Examinations,  Urine 
Analyses,  Slide  and  Smear  Preparations,  etc.

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CLEANSING  AND  TRANSPORT  DEPARTMENT. 

Report  of  the  D^reotor  of  Public  Cleansing, 

(Roy  fVlarsoHj  P.G.). 

Almost  the  whole  of  the  refuse  storage  in  the  Borough  is  by 
means  of  galvanised  ashbins  of  prescribed  standard  pattern. 
There  remains  only  a  few  privy  pails  in  certain  isolated  premises 
in  the  town  area,  and  only  a  small  number  of  dry  and  privy 
ashpits  in  outlying  places,  where  it  has  not  been  practicable  to 
convert  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

The  number  of  privy  pail  closets  in  the  Borough  is  23.  There 
are  also  24  dry  pits  and  59  privy  pits. 

During  the  financial  year  688  standard  ashbins  were  provided 
to  eliminate  defective  ashbins  and  unsuitable  receptacles. 

Dry  house  refuse  is  collected  throughout  the  Borough  (during 
the  day)  weekly,  with  the  exception  of  the  before-mentioned 
isolated  cases. 

The  collection  vehicles  are  of  the  S.D.  Freighter,  Low-Loading 
Type,  including  one  10  cubic  yard  moving  floor  van  type.  These 
are  supplemented  by  horse  drawn  two-wheeled  vehicles.  All  the 
vehicles  are  on  pneumatic  tyres. 

The  contents  of  privy  pails  and  ashpits  are  collected  by  one 
horse  and  cart  during  the  night,  and  disposed  of  to  farmers. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controll  ed  tipping,  with  the  exception 
of  a  small  quantity  of  trade  refuse  which  is  incinerated. 

The  total  mileage  of  streets  to  be  cleansed  is  84  :  16  miles 
of  which  are  cleansed  once  daily  or  more  frequently,  6  miles  twice 
weekly,  and  62  miles  once  weekly. 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  the  Orderly  System.” 
All  sweepings  are  collected  by  motor  vehicle  direct  from  the  bea^s 
and  are  finally  disposed  of  within  a  short  period  from  the  time 
of  sweeping. 

Litter  bins  are  affixed  to  street  lighting  standards  in  an  endeav¬ 
our  to  encourage  pedestrians  to  refrain  from  depositing  litter. 

Exceptional  weather  conditions  obtained  in  January,  1940, 
for  three  weeks  heavy  snow  alternated  with  20  degrees  of  frost 
with  only  one  day’s  thaw.  Roads  in  outlying  districts  were  blocked 
to  depths  of  4ft.  and  over,  and  lengthy  bays  were  cut  to  permit  of 
vehicles  passing.  Snow  was  turned  into  ice  by  severe  frost  and 
vehicle  pressure.  Despite  the  handicap  of  black-out  conditions, 
ploughing,  snow  removal  and  sanding  continued  until  late  evenings. 
1,000  tons  of  sand  were  used. 

Gullies  are  mechanically  vacuum-cleaned  regularly  and 
fe-sealed  with  fresh  water.

The  Council  have  three  disinfectors,  one  at  Moor  Park 
Hospital,  one  at  Balkwell  Hospital,  and  one  at  Preston  Hospital. 
The  disinfection  of  articles  removed  from  infected  homes  is  under¬ 
taken  at  the  station  at  Moor  Park  Hospital. 

There  is  one  Ford  Motor  van  for  the  transport  of  infected 
and  sterilised  clothing  and  bedding.

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DEINFESTATION.

The  process  used  was  6  hours  concentrated 
fumxigation  with  Sulphur  Dioxide  (2.8%  S.O2.);  the  gas  was  kept 
circulating  by  means  of  fans. 

During  the  year  ,  the  furniture  from  239  families  was 
disinfected  prior  to  removal  to  new  houses  on  the  Ridges  Estate.

The  results  of  treatment  were  as  follows  : — 32  were  discharged 
healed  or  quiescent ;  31  improved ;  26  remained  stationary ;  3 
retrogressed,  and  11  ceased  attending. 


TYNEMOUTH  CARE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Committee,  which  consists  of  representatives  of  prac¬ 
tically  all  the  voluntary  associations  of  the  Borough  and  from  a 
number  of  business  firms  etc.,  has  now  become  purely  self 
supporting  from  the  administrative  point  of  view,  the  adminis¬ 
trator  being  the  Hon.  Financial  Secretary  (H.  W.  Welch).  The 
Medical  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  act  in  an  advisory  capacity 
and  refer  cases  from  the  Dispensary  to  the  Committee  who  deal 
with  them. 

The  number  of  cases  assisted  during  the  year  was  20.  Of  this 
number  18  were  granted  Extra  Nourishment  consisting  of  special 
quantities  of  Eggs  and  Milk  to  approved  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 
The  remaining  2  cases  were  supplied  with  surgical  appliances, 
boots,  clothing,  etc. 

A  Flag-Day  was  held  during  the  year  and  raised  the  sum  of 
£24  14s.  5d.  In  this  connection,  the  Care  Committee  desire  to 
place  on  record  their  thanks  to  all  those  helpers  who  have  assisted 
with  this  collection,  and  those  of  past  years.  Owing  to  the  grant 
made  to  the  Care  Committee  by  the  Tynemouth  Corporation,  being 
now  increased,  it  is  not  intended  to  continue  the  holding  of  Flag- 
Days  in  future. 

Thanks  are  expressed  for  donations  received  from  the 
Em^jloyees  of  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Gas  Co.,  and  also  to 
the  Employees  of  Messrs.  Smith’s  Dock  Co.’s  (Hospital  Comm.). 
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Venereal  Diseases.

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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department. 


Margaret  B.  Steel,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  Maternity  and  Child 

Welfare  Medical  Officer. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  daily  at  the  Public  Health 
Department,  and  are  attended  by  members  of  the  Mumpical 
Midwifery  Service,  who  give  attention  on  set  days  for  the  con¬ 
venience  of  their  own  patients.  866  cases  attended  these  Clinics 
during  the  year. 

All  patients  are  kept  under  observation,  and  any  abnormality 
of  a  more  serious  character  is  immediately  reported  to  the  patient’s 
own  Doctor.  During  the  year  the  number  of  such  notification  to 
private  practitioners  was  58. 

Necessitous  pregnant  mothers,  are,  during  the  last  three 
months  granted  extra  nourishment.  Under  a  scheme  instituted 
by  the  Joint  Council  of  Midwifery,  through  the  National  Birthday 
Trust  Fund,  dried  milk  was  granted,  but  unfortunately,  owing  to 
lack  of  funds  the  Joint  Council  were  unable  to  carry  on,  and  the 
free  distribution  was  terminated  in  July.  There  is  also  a  Milk 
Depot  administered  by  the  Local  Authority  and  assisted  by 
Voluntary  Workers,  for  the  supply  of  dried  Milk  Foods  at  cost 
price,  and  under,  to  nursing  mothers  or  children  under  one  year  of 
age. 


The  Invalid  Children’s  Aid  Societv  has  continued  to  make  a 
grant  of  Virol,  Numol,  Cod  Liveer  Oil  and  Malt,  etc.,  for  neces¬ 
sitous  cases. 

Three  Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  per  week,  for  the  weighing 
of  children,  whilst  consultations  concerning  health  and  the  feeding 
of  children  are  given  together  with  general  advice  and  instruction 
to  mothers. 

The  second  year  of  life  still  provides  the  majority  of  cases  of 
ill-health,  rickets  being  responsible  in  most  cases.  Calcium 
deficiency  and  anaemia  are  prevalent  during  the  winter  months. 
A  large  proportion  of  the  children  over  one  year,  develop  dental 
caries  following  on  rickets.  These  cases  of  dental  caries  are  dealt 
with  effectively  at  the  Tynemouth  Victoria  Jubilee  Infirmary  Dental 
Clinic. 

Treatment  for  ear,  nose  and  throat  conditions,  and  defective 
vision  IS  given  by  the  Schools  Medical  Officer,  and  also  at  the  Tyne¬ 
mouth  Victoria  Jubilee  Infiimary.  Children  requiring  minor 
operative  or  any  surgical  treatment  are  also  referred  to  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  of  the  Tynemouth  Victoria  Jubilee  Infirmary. 
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Ultra-V^iolet  Light  Clinics  are  held  twice  per  week,  great  benefit 
being  derived  by  the  regular  attendance  of  the  patients.  During  the 
past  year  44  cases,  made  689  attendances,  and  the  conditions 
treated  were  as  under  :  —

A  general  increase  in  appetite  and  energy,  and  gains  in  weight 
has  'resulted  in  the  majority  of  cases  treated. 

MUNICIPAL  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 

The  Municipal  Widwifery  Service  instituted  as  a  result  of  the 
Midwives  Act,  1986,  has  given  very  satisfactory  service  throughout 
the  past  year.  There  are  8  midwives  engaged  in  this  service, 
who,  during  the  year,  attended  6(11  births,  527  as  midwives,  and  74 
in  the  capacity  of  Maternity  Nurse.

NURSERY  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  two  schools  of  this  type  m  the  Borough,  one  the 
North  Shields  Nursery  School  situated  in  the  western  part  of  the 
town,  and  m  the  east,  the  Sir  James  Knott  Memorial  Nursery 
School.  Both  of  these  institutions  have  places  for  80  children  each. 
Attendances  during  the  year,  showed  a  marked  decrease  owing  to 
prevailing  conditions,  and  on  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  both  schools 
were  closed  and  the  toddlers  evacuated. 

Dr.  M.  B.  Steel,  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Officer,  in 
her  capacity  as  Hon.  Medical  Officer  to  the  Nursery  Schools  has 
made  periodical  visits  and  has  been  satisfied  with  all  that  she  has 
seen.  Whilst  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department,  she 
has  observed  cases  of  backward  children,  whom  she  has  referred 
to  the  Nursery  Schools,  and  who  after  a  short  term,  have  shown  a 
marked  improvement  in  their  condition.  It  is  regretted  that  these 
institutions  can  not  be  continued  in  the  Borough  under  present 
conditions. 

Frater  Maternity  Home. 

During  the  year  120  patients  were  admitted,  and  119  confine¬ 
ments  took  place,  2  of  which  were  stillbirths.  The  births  included 
60  males  and  55  females. 

The  average  duration  of  residence  was  14.5  days.  Medical 
Aid  was  requested  in  44  cases,  42  for  the  Mother  and  2  for  the 
Child.  There  was  one  infantile  death  during  the  year. 

As  routine,  swabs  are  taken  from  patients  on  admission.  The

OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTION. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  quantity  of  food  condemned 
this  year  as  against  1938.. 

There  have  been  no  prosecutions  as  in  all  cases  the  food 
condemned  was  voluntarily  surrendered.  All  unsound  condemned 
foodstuffs  are  disposed  of  at  a  factory  where  they  are  utilized  in 
the  manufacture  of  manure,  fertilizers  etc.

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MILK  SUPPLIES. 

There  were  15  cowkeepers  with  31  cowsheds,  housing  285  cows 
on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year.  One  cowshed  was  enlarged 
and  improved. 

During  the  year,  all  the  herds  of  the  farmers  licensed  to 
produce  “  Accredited  ”  milk  were  examined  four  times,  and  the 
herds  of  the  producers  of  ordinary  milk  received  two  routine  visits 
and  four  farms  received  special  visits.  As  a  result  of  these 
inspections,  5  cows  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order, 
1938.  This  number  includes  3  animals  discovered  to  be  affected 
as  a  result  of  the  milk  sampling. 

218  visits  were  made  to  cowsheds,  dairies,  milk  shops,  etc., 
and  all  infringements  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders, 
namely  36,  were  dealt  with  satisfactorily. 

Consignments  of  milk  coming  into  the  Borough  by  road  or  rail 
received  attention  ;  also  the  condition  of  the  empty  churns  returned. 

Owing  to  pressure  of  work,  it  is  not  possible  to  take  a  census 
of  the  milk  consumption  as  in  previous  years. 


MILK  FOR  EXAMINATION  FOR  TUBERCLE  BACILLI. 

74  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  examination,  43  were  from 
sources  within  the  Borough  and  31  from  outside  sources. 

3  of  the  samples  disclosed  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli. 

The  Veterinary  Inspector  subsequently  examined  the  herds  of 
the  farms  affected  and  as  a  result  3  animals  were  removed  from 
the  herds  and  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925-38.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT^  1933. 

There  are  62  Licensed  slaughtermen  in  the  Borough. 

No  infringement  of  the  Regulations  concerning  the  above  Act 
came  tO'  the  notice  of  the  Department  during  the  year.  The 
stunning  of  sheep  is  not  carried  out  in  the  Borough. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SMOKE  ABATEMENT)  ACT,  1926. 

Seven  observations  were  made  during  the  year  and  in  two 
instances  black  smoke  was  emitted  in  excessive  quantities.  The 
premises  were  visited  and  the  cause  of  the  smoke  investigated,  and 
it  was  found  that  the  plant  was  in  order  and  that  the  nuisance 
resulted  from  careless  stoking.  Verbal  warning  was  given  in  each 
case  with  satisfactory  results. 


SEAMENS’  AND  COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES^ 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  4  Seamen’s  and  1  Common 
Lodging  House  on  the  Register.  Total  number  of  beds  contained 
therein,  116.  During  the  year  ]  Seamen’s  Lodging  House  was 
closed  due  to  Slum  Clearance  and  1  Common  Lodging  House  was 
demolished  by  private  enterprise. 

12  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year  and  no  cause 
for  complaint  was  found  at  the  time  of  inspection.  The  Chief 
Constable  has  also  had  inspections  made  and  has  found  everything 
satisfactory. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  premises  at  which  Offensive  Trades  are  carried  on  have 
been  frequently  visited  and  inspected,  and  the  Regulations  have 
been  strictly  enforced.  During  the  year,  it  was  necessary  to 
institute  prosecutions  against  two  Butchers  for  Gut  Scraping  on 
unlicensed  premises.  The  butchers  concerned  were  fined  one 
pound  each.

The  Inspector  of  Public  Buildings  has  regularly  visited  all 
places  of  amusement  and  no  complaint  of  defects  or  irregularities 
have  been  made  m  connection  with  the  Ventilation,  Sanitation  or 
Cleanliness  of  any  of  these  buildings. 

INSPECTION  AND  TESTING  OF  DRAINS. 

Questions  relating  to  the  remodelling  of  old  systems  and  the 
installing  of  new  systems  have  been  discussed  with  owners  and 
builders  with  advantage  to  all  persons  interested,  as  both 
efficiency  and  economy  has  been  secured.  When  old  systems  are 
tested,  smoke  is  used,-  unless  the  dram  is  uncovered,  when  the 
drains,  both  old  and  new,  are  tested  with  water.  The  drains  and 
sanitary  conveniences  of  new  buildings  are  dealt  with  by  the 
Borough  Surveyor’s  staff.

As  required  by  the  Ministry,  special  efforts  were  made  during 
Rat  Week  to  secure  concerted  action  in  the  destruction  of  rats  and 
mice.  Much  preparatory  work  was  undertaken  during  the  weeks 
preceding  the  appointed  time  to  secure  success. 

The  results  ascertained  were  that  160  rats  and  135  mice  were 
destroyed.

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Whilst  there  have  been  no  houses  built  specihcally  for  over¬ 
crowded  families,  the  Borough  Treasurer  was  able  to  utilise  49 
houses,  being  part  balance  of  houses  built  to  rehouse  Slum 
Clearance  tenants  where,  due  to  the  present  hostilities,  enquiries 
for  Slum  Clearance  Areas  were  suspended.  The  remainder  of  the 
surplus  houses  will  be  filled  in  1940.  In  addition,  42  overcrowded 
families  were  given  accommodation  through  exchanges  or  other 
means,  due  to  casual  vacancies. 

Regard  should  be  taken  of  the  alleviation  of  overcrowding  in 
properties  scheduled  in  Slum  Clearance  Areas,  lluring  the  year 
72  overcrowded  families  have  Teen  removed  from  Slum  Areas 
and  given  ample  accommodation  in  new  houses  erected  under  the 
Housing  Acts. 

The  total  overcrowded  families  relieved  during  the  year  was 

202. 


The  provisions  of  the  Act  have  been  advertised  in  the  local 
Press  and  by  posters  several  times. 

During  the  year,  31  certificates,  relating  to  243  properties, 
giving  the  “  Permitted  Number  ”  were  issued  to  local  landlords.
